1t I8 true
that Bhakespenre does not say this In
80 many but the (et of the
previdence of the bellef ln the evil eye
In Lin dey would render It unnecessary
for him to do more than hiot nt or
mggest It. and a far stronger argu-
ment In explanation of hls not making
the statement direct would be found In
the common persunsion that attaches
to 50 many folklore superstitions that
1t Ix dangerons to mention supernatu-
ral or uncanny things by name.  We
are unot obllged o ussmine In conse-
quence of this thar Bhakespears blm
self belleved in the evil eye, and for
the present purpose it does not matter
whether he did or uot, But we do know,
a8 he knew, that most of those who
formed his audiences belleved In it
For his ends the wotion would have n
atriking dromnatie value, and It would
also help to explain the extrnordinary
wiy In which Richard “fascinated”
first Ann and then Elizabeth Immedi-
ately nfter having wronght them seri-
ous njory,

To turn (o the passiiges In guestion,
In 1, B, 45 (Globe text) Ann Nevil says
with reference to Gloncester, “Mortal
eyes cannot endure the devil”  The
word “devil” here woulid have in this
case not o ogenern), but o special ap
proprinteness, slnee possessors of the
evll eye were supposed to linve ae-
quired that mischievous organ, with
Ity powers of bewiteliment, throngh s
compact with Satan, 1, 11, 75, contalns
the word “infectlon,” applied by Ann
to Gloncester, n term regularly used
of the evil eve. In I, il, 80, we find the
phrase “devilish glave' used to Glouces.
ter by Anu. This, vlewed Io the light
of the other passages we are dealing
with, may allude to Gloncester's pact
with the devil, wherehy he became his
agent or “hell's factor to buy souls”
(VL -1y, 721, In pursult of which busi-

gn the evil eye bestowed on him by
Batan would be lnvaluable In attract-
ing nnd “fascinating” customers. Again,
In L 1, 144, Ann spits at Gloueester, It
18 peedless to remark that from the
earliest tlmes In all ages and among
all peoples one of the commonest antl-
dotes to “fascinntion” (the technleal
term for the actlon of the evil eye) or
wother evils was despuere malum. In
L 1, 140, we have the accusation agaln
hurled &t Gloucester by Anmn: “Out of
my sight! Thou dost Infect mine eyes.”
In 1. I, 225, we find another accuser In
Queen Margaret, who, té Gloucester,

“That deadly eye of thine,” In
IV. I, 56, the Duchess of York, his
mother, chimes In as a third accuser
with the words (addressed to herself In
reproach for having brought Into the
world such a mouster as LRichard), “A
cockatrice bnst thou bLatel'd to the
world, whose unavolded eve |s murder-
ous" The bellefs abont the fatal
glance of the cockatrice are too well
known to enter inte and are In them-
gelves outside the scope of this note,
but It shonld not be forgotten that this
beast also “Infected” the alr around It
